WHAT    ROWING  MEANS. 


"D  OWING,  of  all  sports  practiced  by  athletes, 
requires  the  closest  application  and  the  most 
faithful  training.  It  requires  also  a  greater  amount 
of  enthusiasm  on  the  part  of  its  votaries  than  any 
other  sport.  Without  this  quality,  the  candidate 
for  a  seat  in  the  boat  is  likely  to  tire  of  the  game 
before  he  has  learned  to  row  a  stroke.  For  the 
course  of  training  which  oarsmen  undergo  does 
not  begin  with  shell  rowing  in  pleasant  June 
weather.  It  begins  in  the  gymnasium  in  the 
winter  months  and  is  continued  in  a  heavy  barge 
perhaps  through  February.  Well  along  in  March, 
when  the  men  have  had  the  idea  firmly  impressed 
on  their  minds  that  they  are  just  learning  the 
alphabet  of  the  sport,  they  may  be  allowed  to  step 
into  a  shell. 

In  training  for  competition  on  track  or  field,  the 
work  ;s  regulated  to  suit  individual  taste  and  con- 
venience. The  first  thing  the  oarsman  has  to 
learn  is,  that  as  an  individual  he  is  a  nonentity  — 
that  he  is  simply  a  quarter  or  an  eighth  of  a  crew. 

In  individual  contests,  the  athlete  is  responsible 
to  himself ;  in  crew  rowing  he  is  responsible  to 
others  as  well.  And  the  extent  of  his  responsi- 
bility to  the  other  members  is  greater  than  in  any 
other  sport  requiring  team  work.  The  weak  point 
in  a  football  eleven  or  baseball  nine  may  not  be 
attacked  ;  but  in  a  crew,  the  weak  point  is  sub- 
jected to  the  same  pressure  as  every  other  point, 
and  a  single  "stuff"  may  render  vain  the  work  of 
seven  good  men. 

And,  after  all,  if  every  one  of  the  crew  is  faithful 
in  his  work  and  a  good  oarsman,  the  training  of 


half  a  year  may  come  to  naught,  as  far  as  apparent 
result  is  concerned,  by  the  snapping  of  a  blade, 
the  jumping  of  a  seat  from  the  slide,  or  the  swell 
of  a  passing  steamer.  It  is  this  liability  to  accident 
that  makes  rowing,  next  to  horse  racing,  the  most 
uncertain  of  sports. 

When  one  looks  at  a  well-trained  crew,  swing- 
ing along  together  on  a  pleasant  summer  evening, 
one  is  apt  to  think  rowing  a  most  delightful  sport. 
And  so  it  may  be.  But  the  spectator  doesn't  see 
the  big  drop  of  sweat  that  falls  from  the  end  of 
each  oarsman's  nose  at  every  stroke  ;  he  wots  not 
of  the  bitter  feeling  that  fills  the  breast  of  No.  5 
when  the  coach  yells  to  him  to  "come  up,"  though 
No.  5  may  be  wondering  at  the  time  whether  it  is 
kidney  trouble  or  a  broken  spine  that  is  causing 
that  awful  pain  in  his  back  ;  and  the  spectator 
was  not  in  the  boat  last  March  on  those  cold, 
foggy  and  windy  days  when  the  waves,  striking 
the  outriggers,  sent  a  shower  of  icy  spray  over  the 
occupants. 

It  is  no  wonder  that  oarsmen  sometimes  come 
to  the  conclusion  that  "all  —  including  champion- 
ships—  is  vanity,"  and  wonder  why  on  earth  they 
were  ever  such  asses  as  to  allow  themselves  to  be 
persuaded  to  get  into  a  slave  galley,  where  the 
only  comfort  they  have  toward  the  end  of  the 
day's  work  is  the  knowledge  born  of  painful  ex- 
perience that  that  ache  in  the  back  is  not  due  to  a 
fractured  vertebral  column.  It  is  only  when  the 
men  hear  that  some  other  crew  has  promised  to 
"make  a  holy  show"  of  them  that  they  decide 
that  life  is  worth  living  long  enough  at  least  to 
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show  those  other  fellows — "fellows"  is  putting  it 
mildly  —  what's  what.  Then  comes  the  day  of 
the  race  and  glorious  victory  —  if  they're  in  luck, 
and  the  certainty  of  being  regarded  as  "no  good," 
no  matter  how  well  they  row,  if  the  other  fellows 
win.  For,  of  course,  the  same  rule  holds  good  with 
regard  to  rowing  that  applies  to  other  sports, 
namely,  that  if  five  start  in  a  race,  four  are  bound 
to  come  out  as  "stuffs,"  particularly  if  there  has 
been  any  betting  on  the  result. 

And  the  winners  ?  Thereafter  every  crew's  oar 
is  raised  against  them.  They're  a  mark  for  every 
one  until  their  defeat  and  downfall  has  been  con- 
summated. Their  days  of  entering  a  race  for  the 
fun  of  it  are  done,  and  every  regatta  for  which 
they  enter  means  hard  work. 

Rowing  depends  for  its  perfection  upon  a  great 
many  different  elements.  These  are,  first,  the 
qualities  of  the  oarsmen  themselves  —  strength, 
endurance  and  particularly  grit  ;  the  coaching  and 
the  ability  of  the  men  to  grasp  quickly  and  put 
into  practice  the  ideas  of  the  coach  ;  and  finally 
there  is  the  boat  and  its  appliances.  That  crew, 
of  course,  will  be  most  successful  that  combines 
the  greatest  number  of  these  elements  in  the  high- 
est degree.  Mere  strength  alone  will  not  make  a 
boat  go  —  at  least  not  fast  enough  to  win  a  race  ; 
this  fact  was  shown  at  the  National  Regatta,  on 
the  Potomac,  at  Washington,  D.  C,  last  August, 
when  the  New  York  Athletic  Club's  senior  eight, 
physically  the  weakest  crew  in  the  race,  won  easily. 
That  style  alone  will  not  suffice  was  shown  by 
Columbia's  defeat  at  the  hands  of  the  University 
of  Pennsylvania,  at  New  London,  last  June,  when, 
though  rowing  a  better  stroke  than  the  Quakers, 
the  latter  beat  the  Columbians  ;  while  Cornell, 
combining  strength  with  skill,  beat  both.  The 
importance  of  having  exactly  the  right  kind  of 
a  boat  is  shown  by  the  attention  and  expense 
lavished  on  its  construction. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  oarsman's  bed  is  not 
made  altogether  of  roses,  and  that  a  seat  in  a  crew 
is  no  place  for  a  lazy  man.  And  yet,  in  spite  of 
its  drawbacks,  it  is  worth  noticing  that  once  an 
athlete  contracts  the  rowing  habit  he  doesn't  give 
it  up  until  he  has  to. 


A  FTER  the  sixth  annual  championship  meet- 
ing  of  the  National  Cross  Country  Associa- 
tion of  America  we  no  longer  wonder  that  this 


sport  does  not  become  popular  in  the  United 
States. 

Under  the  most  favorable  conditions  of  weather, 
management  and  competition  cross  country  run- 
ning is  not  a  sport  that  can  be  raised  to  the  same 
plane  of  popularity  as  contests  on  field  and  track. 
This  is  due  to  the  nature  of  the  sport,  which 
prevents  spectators  from  witnessing  more  than  a 
limited  part  of  the  race. 

When,  however,  in  addition  to  its  natural  dis- 
advantages, what  should  be  the  greatest  meeting 
of  the  year  is  so  grossly  mismanaged  as  was  that 
at  Morris  Park,  April  30,  the  only  cause  for  won- 
der is  that  any  one  should  think  it  worth  while  to 
be  present  at  the  competition. 

The  failure  to  lay  out  the  course  until  the  hour 
scheduled  for  the  race  was  due  to  carelessness. 
And,  while  the  National  Association  can  hardly  be 
blamed  for  the  quarrels  and  protests  that  arose  in 
connection  with  the  race  —  not  to  mention  a  case 
of  premeditated  assault  and  battery  on  one  of  the 
smaller  competitors  —  such  occurrences  cannot 
fail  to  put  the  sport  in  extremely  bad  odor. 


u  /CRIMSON-CLAD  Oarsmen  Bending  Their 
Backs  on  the  Charles,"  is  the  heading  of 
an  article  in  a  morning  newspaper,  describing  the 
work  of  the  Harvard  eight.  We  guess  not.  The 
oarsman  of  to-day  may  fail  to  "get  behind  the 
water"  ;  he  may  "settle";  he  may  "rush  his  slide 
down  against  the  chucks,"  or  he  may  "sass"  the 
captain,  and  find  forgiveness.  But  when  he  bends 
his  back  a  large,  robust  man  is  likely  to  come 
along  and  knock  him  out  of  the  boat  with  a  club. 


TN  April,  circulars  were  sent  out  by  the  Actors' 
*•  Fund  Fair  Committee  to  the  various  clubs  in 
New  York,  calling  attention  to  the  gift  to  the  Fair 
by  Miss  Lotta  of  a  silver  punch  bowl  valued  at 
$1,200. 

These  circulars  stated  that  the  bowl  would  be 
awarded  to  the  most  popular  club  in  New  York, 
and  that  the  test  of  popularity  would  be  the  number 
of  votes  received  by  the  various  clubs. 

In  other  words,  the  bowl  was  to  be  voted  for, 
and  the  club  receiving  the  greatest  number  of 
votes  was  to  be  declared  the  winner. 

A  letter  from  the  manager  of  the  contest,  Mr. 
Al.  Hayman,  stated  that  the  competition  would  be 
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open,  and  that  all  votes  cast  would  be  publicly 
recorded  at  the  time.  During  the  week  a  large 
purse  was  made  up  among  the  members  of  the 
N.  Y.  A.  C,  and  on  Saturday  night  several  enthusi- 
asts went  to  the  Madison  Square  Garden  prepared 
to  spend  as  much  as  was  necessary  to  prove  the 
popularity  of  this  organization. 

On  arriving  at  the  voting  stand  the  first  thing 
they  saw  was  a  large  placard  stating  that  for 
fifteen  minutes  before  the  close  of  the  polls  sealed 
votes  would  be  received.  As  this  was  directly 
contrary  to  the  spirit  of  Mr.  Hayman's  letter,  a 
protest  was  made  to  the  management,  which,  with 
some  reluctance,  consented  to  withdraw  the  veil 
of  secrecy.  It  was  then  stated  by  the  management 
and  advertised  in  several  places  that  the  polls 
would  close  at  10:30  o'clock,  sharp,  and  that  no 
votes  would  be  received  after  that  time. 

At  10:27  enough  votes  had  been  cast  by  friends 


of  the  N.  Y.  A.  C.  to  place  the  winged  foot 
in  the  lead.  This  was  still  the  case  as 
late  as  10:45,  fifteen  minutes  after  the 
time  set  for  closing  the  polls. 

With  some  reason,  perhaps,  the  friends 
of  the  N.  Y.  A.  C.  supposed  that  their  club 
was  entitled  to  the  cup.  They  were 
"knocked  all  in  a  heap,"  however,  when 
an  individual  stood  upon  a  chair  and  pro- 
claimed that  he  was  about  to  auction  off 
the  bowl.  As  soon  as  the  representatives 
of  the  winged  foot  recovered  from  the 
panic  caused  by  this  announcement,  they 
protested,  showed  the  letter  from  Mr. 
Hayman  and  pointed  to  the  paragraph 
stating  that  the  bowl  would  be  voted 
for.  The  individual  calmly  retorted  that 
"  auctioning  and  voting  are  the  same 
thing." 

At  this  moment  a  cheque  for  $1,010 
was  handed  in  for  the  benefit  of  the  "Our 
Club,"  and  1,010  votes  were  recorded  to 
the  credit  of  that  organization  on  the 
bulletin  board.  The  "Our  Club,"  it  may 
be  stated,  had  been  organized  during  the 
progress  of  the  Fair  among  the  persons 
connected  with  the  management. 

A  curious  member  of  the  N.  Y.  A.  C. 
requested  to  be  allowed  to  examine  the 
cheque,  and  on  looking  at  it,  exclaimed  : 
"Why,  this  isn't  worth  anything.  It  is 
drawn  to  Mr.  Hayman's  order  and  signed  by  Mr. 
Hayman,  but  it  isn't  endorsed  by  anybody ;  no 
one  can  get  a  cent  on  this  until  it  is  endprs^d 
by  Mr.  Hayman." 

The  guardian  angel  of  the  bowl  replied  that  she 
was  instructed  to  take  it,  so  the  protest  of  the 
curious  member  went  for  naught.  This  proved 
the  last  straw.  The  friends  of  the  X.  Y.  A.  C. 
made  up  their  minds  not  to  buy  any  more  votes, 
it  appearing  to  them  rather  too  much  of  a  task  to 
undertake  to  out-vote  unendorsed  cheques  with 
United  States  greenbacks.  A  "  bid  "  was  then 
received  from  the  Hoffman  Club  for  1,200  votes, 
and  the  polls  were  promptly  closed. 

According  to  the  statement  of  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Fund  Fair,  the  total  receipts  from  this  com- 
petition were  $1,444.

Nevertheless,  the  "  Our  Club  "  cast  also,  accord- 
ing to  statements  made  during  the  early  part  of 
the  week,  100  votes,  and  when  the  X.  Y.  A.  C.  cast 
enough  votes  to  make  its  total  101  the  "  Our  Club  " 
cheque  for  $1,010  was  handed  in,  putting  it  again 
largely  in  the  lead,  where  it  remained  until  1,200 
votes  were  cast  for  the  Hoffman  Club.

The  effect  of  the  new  rule  will  be  to  give  the 
weaker  eleven  a  better  chance  to  score.  Had  this 
rule  been  in  the  books  last  year,  Princeton  would 
probably  not  have  been  whitewashed  in  the  great 
Thanksgiving  day  match  with  Yale.  The  adoption 
of  an  American  ball  instead  of  the  English  rugby 
as  the  official  ball  for  championship  games  seems 
to  have  been  based  on  patriotic  principles  rather 
than  utilitarian  views.

T7OOTBALL  will  be  a  better  game  this  fall  for 
the  changes  made  in  the  rules  at  the  last 
meeting  of  the  Intercollegiate  Football  Association. 
Heretofore  a  premium  had  been  placed  on  missing 
the  try  at  goal  after  a  touchdown  by  allowing  the 
side  defending  the  goal  to  take  the  ball  out  but 
twenty-five  yards  if  the  goal  was  missed,  while  if 
it  was  kicked,  the  ball  was  taken  to  the  middle  of 
the  field.  Usually  it  was  to  the  advantage  of  the 
side  scoring  the  touchdown  to  forego  the  two 
extra  points  allowed  for  the  goal  in  order  to  keep 
the  ball  in  the  opponent's  territory.  To  be  sure 
the  rules  required  that  the  try  at  goal  should  be 
a  bona  fide  attempt,  but  the  referee  has  no  means 
of  deciding  whether  the  kicker  is  trying  or  not. 

Under  the  rules  as  amended  the  ball  is  taken  to 
mid-field  whether  the  goal  be  scored  or  not.    If  a

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BOWLING  CHAMPIONSHIPS. 

^"HHE  X.  Y.  A.  C.'s  bowling  team  rallied  in  its 
A  final  games  in  the  American  Amateur  Bowl- 
ing Union's  tournament,  April  26,  and  easily  de- 
feated the  teams  of  the  Manhattan  Athletic  and 
Waverly  Bowling  Clubs.  In  the  series  of  fourteen 
games  the  team  won  eight  and  lost  six.  The 
highest  team  score,  936,  was  held  jointly  by  the 
Ivanhoe  Bowling  Club  and  the  N.  Y.  A.  C. 

The  handsome  individual  diamond  medal  of- 
fered by  the  New  York  Herald  for  the  highest 
average  score  was  won  by  Mr.  W.  F.  Shaw,  of  the 
N.  Y.  A.  C,  who  rolled  an  average  in  twelve  games 
of  184  pins,  beating  the  best  previous  record  by 
three  pins.  The  records  of  the  individual  mem- 
bers of  the  team  are  as  follows  : 
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The  individual  championship  of  the  Club  was 
decided  May  10.  W.  F.  Shaw,  in  April,  had  se- 
cured an  apparently  safe  lead.  F.  M.  Clute,  how- 
ever, drew  rapidly  up  on  the  leader  and  finally 
tied  with  him.  Shaw  then  won  the  deciding  game 
and  the  championship. 


THE  Club's  new  team  played  its  first  game  on 
A  April  30  with  Lehigh  University,  and  greatly 
surprised  everybody  interested,  save  the  Lacrosse 
Committee,  by  easily  defeating  its  strong  oppon- 
ents, the  final  score  being  5  to  1  in  our  favor. 


This  unexpected  result  led  many  to  believe  that 
Lehigh's  team  could  not  have  been  as  strong  as 
last  year's  was,  but  that  it  is,  if  anything,  improved 
is  evidenced  by  its  later  easy  defeats  of  the  Druids 
and  Johns  Hopkins  University  teams. 

The  game  scheduled  for  May  21  with  Princeton 
was  not  played  owing  to  the  wretched  condition 
of  the  Polo  Grounds  on  that  date.  Both  teams 
were  present  on  time  prepared  to  play,  rain  or 
shine,  but  as  the  field  was  almost  completely  flooded 
by  the  heavy  rains  which  fell  all  day  it  was  found 
impossible  to  play  the  game,  and  it  had  to  be 
postponed.  On  May  28,  the  same  teams  will 
meet  at  Travers  Island  at  4  p.m.,  weather  per- 
mitting, and  again  on  May  30  at  the  spring  games 
of  the  New  Jersey  Athletic  Club,  which  take  place 
at  Bergen  Point,  N.  J.  Latter  game  will  begin  at 
1  o'clock,  sharp.  On  June  4  we  play  Lehigh  at 
South  Bethlehem,  and  look  forward  to  a  game 
which  it  will  be  very  difficult  to  win,  as  the  Lehigh 
Grounds,  on  account  of  their  peculiar  shape, 
largely  favor  the  home  team. 

Some  of  the  new  men  are  putting  up  a  remark- 
ably strong  game,  and  the  Lacrosse  Committee's 
modest  prediction,  that  they  would  worthily  fill 
their  predecessors'  places,  has  been  more  than 
verified.  On  the  defence,  Coyne,  H.  Cuntz, 
Martin  and  Maxfield  have  done  exceptionally  good 
work,  while  W.  Cuntz,  Sutorius  and  Kellogg  have 
been  equally  successful  on  the  attack. 

From  present  indications  the  Club's  1892  team 
will,  in  all  probability,  be  fully  as  strong,  if  not 
stronger,  than  the  champions  of  1891,  and  the 
Lacrosse  Committee  has  very  good  reason  to  feel 
satisfied  with  the  result  of  its  labors  so  far.

COLLEGE  ATHLETIC  MEETINGS. 

"DOTH  the  Princeton-Columbia  and  Yale-Har- 
vard  track  and  field  athletic  meetings  fur- 
nished many  surprises.  It  was  known  that 
Columbia  was  not  particularly  strong  in  the  runs, 
but  no  one  supposed  that  of  the  forty  points  in 
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these  five  events  the  orange  and  black  would  score 
thirty-seven.  Athletic  prophets  had  predicted  a 
victory  for  Columbia  by  a  small  margin.  Prince- 
ton scored  seventy  points,  Columbia  forty-two. 
The  greatest  disappointment  for  the  blue  and 
white  was  in  Captain  Collis's  defeat  by  Borcherling, 
of  Princeton. 

Yale's  strong  fight  against  Harvard,  at  New 
Haven,  amazed  those  who  supposed  the  crimson 
would  win  by  nearly  forty  points.  The  surprises 
at  this  meeting  were  the  defeat  of  W.  B.  Wright, 
of  Yale,  by  Corbin,  of  Harvard  ;  Stillman's  victory 
over  Harvard's  hammer-thrower,  Evins ;  the  fail- 
ure of  Harvard  to  score  in  the  pole-vault ;  and  the 
remarkable  achievement  of  Sandford,  the  centre- 
rush  of  Yale's  football  team,  in  winning  the 
quarter-mile  run. 

A  peculiar  feature  of  the  games  was  that  though 
Kitchel,  of  Yale,  broke  the  college  record  for  the 
high  jump,  he  was  beaten  by  three  Harvard  men  — 
Fearing,  Green,  and  Sherwin. 

It  is  probable  that  the  good  showing  of  Yale's 
athletes  in  a  few  of  the  events  was  due  to  their 
thorough  familiarity  with  the  grounds  and  track  on 
which  the  games  were  held. 


^PHE  Harlem  Regatta,  May  21,  was  awaited  by 
members  of  the  New  York  Athletic  Club  with 
great  interest,  as  it  was  expected  that  an  oppor- 
tunity would  then  be  afforded  to  compare  the 
work  of  the  "  Chippies "  with  the  work  of  last 
season.  In  this  respect,  however,  the  contest 
for  the  Harlem  cup  was  a  failure,  the  Mercury 
foot  finishing  ahead  of  the  blue  and  white  of 
Columbia  without  an  effort.  The  handsome  Har- 
lem cup  was  exhibited  at  the  city  club-house. the 
same  evening. 

The  crew  has  been  materially  strengthened  by 
the  substitution  of  E.  O.  Haubold  for  T.  Cooke. 
Cooke  was  a  faithful  worker  and  a  good  oar  ;  but 
he  has  not  Haubold's  age,  weight,  strength  or 
experience.  This  change  necessitated  a  rearrange- 
ment of  the  eight.  W.  H.  Pinckney  was  advanced 
from  No.  3  to  bow,  Cooke's  old  place  ;  C.  Knoblauch 


moved  from  No.  5  to  No.  3,  and  Haubold  took 
the  seat  left  vacant  by  Knoblauch.  A  further 
advantage  of  the  change  is  that  Haubold's  weight 
on  the  port  will  offset  Giannini's  at  No.  6,  on  the 
starboard  side.  The  average  weight  of  the  crew 
has  been  raised  by  Haubold's  presence  in  the  boat 
to  157  pounds. 

The  work  of  the  eight,  considering  the  back- 
wardness of  the  season,  has  been  very  good.  The 
stroke  has  become  more  even  and  the  time  trials 
have  shown  a  marked  increase  in  the  speed  of  the 
boat.  In  Mr.  Charles  Stewart,  Yale,  '88,  who 
stroked  his  class  crew  while  at  the  University,  the 
Club  has  secured  an  excellent  coach  for  the  "  Chip- 
pies." Mr.  Stewart  stroked  the  fastest  freshmen 
crew  that  ever  represented  Yale  —  a  crew  that 
could  beat  the  University  eight  at  distances  up  to 
three  miles.  This  work  so  far  this  season  has 
been  done  by  Captain  Giannini  and  Dr.  E.  W. 
Knickerbocker. 

The  Juniors  have  "taken  a  big  brace"  during 
the  month.  Their  defeat  on  the  Harlem  by  the 
Bohemian  and  Columbian  freshmen  crews  was  due 
to  no  lack  of  work. 

Worden  has  been  replaced  by  C.  Schumacher, 
the  former  retiring  on  account  of  illness.  The 
crew  was  accordingly  rearranged  and  now  rows  as 
follows  :  H.  B.  Turner,  bow  ;  A.  Pope,  No.  2  ;  W.

THE  sixth  annual  championship  meeting  of  the 
*~     National  Cross  Country  Association  of  Amer-
